To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hinckley  Urban  District  Council . 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Urban  District  for  1958. 

The  General  Health  of  the  Community 

There  is  no  evidence  of  any  deterioration  on  the  previous  year 
but  the  same  remark  applies  as  was  made  in  the  1957  report  regarding 
the  high  incidence  of  dental  decay  in  school  children  and  pre-school 
children. 

Notifiable  Diseases 


The  incidence  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  remained  within  a 
manageable  level,  but  stress  must  again  be  laid  on  the  importance  of 
personal  hygiene  and  on  food  preparation  and  food  handling  techniques 
in  checking  the  spread  of  these  diseases.  There  was  a small  epidemic 
of  measles  in  Hinckley  Central  Wards  but  the  number  of  notified  cases 
of  whooping  cough  was  small.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there  were  no 
notified  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

Tuberculosis 


The  number  of  new  notifications  (20)  was  three  less  than  the  figure 
(23)  for  1957  but  the  mortality  (4)  was  an  increase  of  one. 

Immunisation  against  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria 

Although  the  figures  giving  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  are  not  available,  it  must  be  stressed  here  that  the  risk  of 
import  of  this  disease  into  the  country  remains  high  on  account  of  the 
large  amount  of  overseas  traffic,  especially  by  aircraft  with  short 
travelling  time  whereby  the  diagnosis  of  smallpox  may  not  become  apparent 
until  entry  into  this  country  has  been  gained  by  the  patient.  All 
children  should  be  vaccinated  against  smallpox. 
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Poliomyelitis  Immunisation  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 
Children  and  young  adults  have  teen  immunised  either  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic  or  by  their  family  doctors. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  poliomyelitis  vaccination  will  be  as 
successful  as  diphtheria  immunisation.  Unfortunately,  those  who 
have  never  seen  diphtheria,  are  apt  to  minimise  the  importance  of 
diphtheria  immunisation.  However,  all  the  figures  available  show 
an  encouraging  increase  on  1957  in  the  numbers  immunised  against 
diphtheria. 

Vital  Statistics 


The  Birth  Rate  again  shows  a slight  rise,  as  does  the  Death  Rate, 
both  remaining  just  below  the  National  Level  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  returned  to  a satisfactory  level. 

Pood  Hygiene 

During  the  period  following  the  Second  World  War  much  progress 
has  been  made  in  connection  with  food  handling  and  catering.  There 
are  times  when  progress  has  been  imperceptible  but  comparisons  over 
the  years  spotlight  the  progress  both  in  danestic  kitchens  and  catering 
establishments.  Much  of  the  burden  of  gaining  implementation  of  the 
Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  has  fallen  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  Much  has  been  achieved  in  this  direction  in  food 
shops,  catering  establishments,  public  houses  and  fixed  establishments. 
The  same  factor  of  gradual  progress  applies  to  certain  aspects  of 
enforcement  of  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  „ The  Public  Health  Inspector 

is  faced  with  the  difficulty  of  how  to  make  the  same  standards  apply 
to  mobile  food  shops  and  stalls  as  to  fixed  establishments  and  this  is 
a problem  which  cannot  be  solved  in  one  step. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm 

The  problem  of  the  aged,  person,  living  a solitary  life,  is  occupying 
an  increasing  amount  of  the  time  of  public  health  departments.  The 
type  of  person  who  comes  under  the  purview  of  this  department  is  the 
person  who,  in  the  earlier  years  of  retirement  has  somehow  missed  the 
network  of  voluntary  old  persons*  organisations  which  are  designed  to 
bind  the  community*  s older  members  together.  Such  a person  has  usually 
reached  the  stage  at  which  he  or  she  is  difficult  to  approach  and  is 
somewhat  resentful  of  help  from  organised  sources.  By  then  it  is  too 
late  to  do  much  beyond  friendLy  supervision  with  the  object  of  fulfilling 
simple  needs  as  they  arise . However,  the  more  vigorous  the  voluntary 

organisations  are  at  the  earlier  age,  the  fewer  will  be  the  people  who 
fall  into  this  lonely  category  later  on  in  extreme  old  age. 
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This  is  a statutory  report  designed  to  present  a number  of  facts 
and  comments  by  which  to  some  degree,  the  state  of  the  public  health 
of  the  district  may  be  assessed.  Various  departments  contribute 
towards  this  report.  Acknowledgment  and  thanks  are  due  to  the 
departments  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  Surveyor  and.  the 
Treasurer  for  supplying  information.  Information  has  been  prepared 
and  collated  ready  for  presentation  by  the  two  clerks  (Mrs.  Clark 
and  Mss  Jennings)  without  whose  work  the  report  could  not  be  made. 

Dr,  Cruickshank  in  the  short  time  at  his  disposal  did  his  best  to 
explain  to  me  many  details  regarding  the  work  of  the  department.  I 
am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr,  Mel  son.  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  who 
has  devoted  a considerable  amount  of  time  to  teaching  me  the  environ- 
mental side  of  public  health  work  and  also  much  of  the  general  back- 
ground of  public  health  work  in  this  district. 

In  the  few  months  I have  held  office  in  Hinckley  three  salient 
features  have  occurred  to  me. 

1 . The  department  is  running  with  three  public  health  inspectors 
(including  Mr,  Melson)  and  serving  a population  of  over  2f0,000. 

2.  The  successful  manner  in  which  this  district  has  in  the  past  few 
years  tackled  the  problems  of  unfit  houses  is  an  achievement. 

3.  There  is  a big  public  demand  for  institutional  maternity  beds  in 
Hinckley. 

Finally,  I must  thank  Mr,  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement.  I also  express 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  of  all  members  of  the  staff, 
not  only  of  the  public  health  department  but  officers  and  staff  of  the 
other  departments  of  the  District  Council.

These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

In  addition  to  the  Hinckley  and  District  Hospital  there  are 
general  hospitals  at  Leicester.  Many  patients  attend  hospitals  in 
Nuneaton  which  is  in  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  Area. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Leicester.  Some  go  to  the  Whitley  Hospital,  Coventry.  There 
are  chronic  sick  beds  at  Market  Bosworth  (Bosworth  Park  Infirmary 
and  Westhaven) , Hinckley  (Sunnyside  Hospital)  and  at  other  hospitals 
in  the  County. 

Accommodation  for  old  persons  -under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Market  Bosworth  and 
also  in  County  Homes  in  various  parts  of  the  County.  There  is  no 
maternity  hospital  accommodation  in  Hinckley.

Infectious  Diseases 


Scarlet  Fever 

15  cases  were  notified.  In  most  cases  the  disease  is  so  mild 
that  some  children  may  not  he  ill  enough  to  require  a doctor. 

Whooping  Cough 

10  cases  were  notified.  This  is  a dramatic  fall  from  159  of  the 
previous  year.  Increasing  use  of  the  combined  vaccine  against  whooping 
cough  and  diphtheria  should  help  to  maintain  this  position.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  whooping  cough. 

Measles 


172  cases  were  notified.  Most  of  these  were  in  HinclcLey  Central 
Wards. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

35  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  were  notified.  In  every 
notified  case  the  home  is  visited  by  a member  of  the  department.  There 
is  always  some  discrepancy  between  notified  cases  and  actual  cases  owing 
to  delay  in  diagnosis  of  suspected  cases  and  also  owing  to  the  fact  that 
some  cases  are  not  diagnosed  until  after  admission  to  hospital.  Failure 
to  wash  the  hands  after  using  the  toilet  is  the  most  important  factor  in 
spreading  dysentery.  Food  poisoning  sometimes  results  from  handling 
food  with  unwashed  hands.  In  other  instances  the  source  of  infection 
is  obscure  but  at  seme  point  between  slaughter  of  animals  and  human 
consumption  meat  frequently  becomes  infected.  The  attention  of  the 
experts  is  at  present  focussed  on  imported  food  stuffs  (e.g.  animal 
feeding  stuffs  and  egg  products) . 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  1958*  It  is 
now  established  that  no  ill  effects  are  attributable  to  poliomyelitis 
vaccination.  It  is  therefore  to  be  hoped  that  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  will  decline. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  s,47 


No  formal  action  vvas  taken  during  1958. 

In  the  event  of  statutory  action  being  ultimately  necessary,  six 
persons  received  visits  from  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  the  year.  Information  reached  the  Department  from  a variety 
of  sources.  For  example,  an  elderly  married  couple  aged  82  and  81 
were  reported  because  the  wife  was  only  seen  occasionally  by  neighbours 
and  the  husband  had  not  been  seen  for  many  months.  Another  case  was 
that  of  a man  aged  83  leading  a solitary  existence  in  an  isolated  brick 
shelter.  In  another  case  a request  was  received  from  the  daughter  of 
an  83  year  old  woman  for  admission  to  a County  Home.  The  Housing 
Department  rehoused  her  in  a Council  flat  and  her  name  was  placed  on  the 
list  for  admission  to  a County  Home.  To  illustrate  the  difficulties 
of  this  type  of  case,  a man  aged  73 > living  alone,  under  difficulties, 
was  reported.  The  County  Council  provided  a Home  Help.  A vacancy  was 
found  at  Lutterworth  County  Home  but  this  was  met  with  refusal.  Never- 
theless, the  policy  should,  be,  in  all  these  cones,  to  connive  by  means 
of  all  services,  both  organised  and  unorganised,  voluntary  and  local 
authority,  to  enable  those  old  persons  who  wish  it,  to  lead  their  own 
lives  as  long  as  possible. 

Tuberculosis 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  s,172  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

20  new  cases  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year. 

6 Inward  Transfer  cases  were  also  added. 

Rehousing  of  Tuberculosis  Patients 

3 patients  were  referred  by  the  Chest  Physician  as  being  in  need  of 
consideration  for  re-housing  during  1958: 

Case  1.  A married  girl  of  17.  The  young  married  couple  were  living 
with  in-laws. 

Case  2.  A married  woman  living  with  in-laws. 

Case  3.  A patient  living  in  an  unfit  house. 

Cases  1.  and  2.  must  have  been  an  embarrassment  to  the  Housing  Committee 
in  view  of  the  exceedingly  short  time  they  had  been  on  the  housing  register. 
The  house  of  case  3«  was  scheduled  for  demolition  in  a Clearance  Area  and 
the  patient  was  subsequently  re-housed.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I again  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
upon  the  administration  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Department. 

The  year  has  again  been  a.  difficult  one.  More  work  to  do  with 
a depleted  staff,  makes  this  almost  inevitable.  The  report  which 
follows  indicates  to  some  extent  the  results  of  our  work.  What  it 
does  not  show,  is  the  increasing  number  of  enquiries  that  are  received 
and  the  amount  of  time  taken  up  in  dealing  with  them.  This  is  a form 
of  Public  Relations  which  should  not  be  neglected  or  skimped. 

For  many  years  I have  endeavoured  to  anticipate  varying  aspects 
of  Health  Department  administration,  e.g.  the  housing  survey  in  1952 
which  preceded  the  preparation  of  the  five  year  programme  for  the 
removal  of  unfit  houses  by  Ministry  Circular  in  1954*  whereas  at 
present  I am  endeavouring  to  meet  current  complaints,  nuisances,  meat 
inspection,  etc.  and  dealing  with  other  work  on  a priority  basis. 

Some  of  the  anticipatory  items  which  need  attention  are,  a survey  of 
houses  let  in  lodgings,  a survey  of  the  boiler  installations  in  the 
town  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act,  a survey  of  mobile  food 
traders'  vehicles,  etc. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their 
most  valued  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

Dr,  W.  D.  Cruickshank,  who  had  been  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since 
1945  retired  on  30th  September  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Kershaw. 
Dr0  Cruickshank  referred  to  his  retirement  in  last  year's  report.  I 
feel  I would  like  to  express  on  behalf  of  the  department  staff  and 
myself,  the  pleasure  that  was  afforded  to  us  during  Dr,  Cruickshank*  s 
period  of  office,  by  his  courtesy,  kindness  and  helpful  co-operation.

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SANITARY  CII&UMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 . WATER  SUPPLY 


The  quality  of  the  public  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  Summer  was  wetter  than  normal  which  eased  the  load  on  the 
supply  and  consequently  not  so  much  was  heard  of  water  shortage, 
restrictions,  etc. 

The  Leicester  Water  Order,  1959  which  comes  into  operation  on 
the  1 6th  March  1959,  will  include  the  Urban  District  Council  Area 
within  the  City  of  Leicester’s  Area  of  supply. 

The  Urban  District  Council  has  been  a Water  Undertaking  for 
mapy  years,  the  Snarestone  site  was  purchased  in  1888  and  the 
Waterworks  were  first  opened  in  1891.  The  water  from  the  deep 
well  is  of  exceptional  purity  but  has  a high  degree  of  hardness. 

Examination  of  Water 


(a)  Town  Water 

16  samples  were  taken,  11  for  bacteriological  and  5 for  chemical 
examination.  All  the  samples  were  certified  as  satisfactory. 

(b)  Well  Water 


3 samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  these  were 
unsatisf actory , 

A wells  were  closed. 

(c)  Swimming  Bath 

1 sample  was  taken  for  chemical  examination  and  proved  satisfactory. 
Water  supply  to  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District 

Of  the  AO, 450  people  who  live  in  13,485  houses,  40,064  in  13,354 
houses  have  an  internal  supply  of  town  water.  210  people  in  68 
houses  have  a supply  of  town  water  from  external  standposts  and  176 
people  in  63  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells  or  springs. 

18  houses,  formerly  occupied  by  48  persons  who  had  a supply  from 
external  standposts  were  demolished. 
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4 houses  containing  14  people  had  a town  supply  of  water  in 
lieu  of  a well  or  spring  supply. 

,99  miles  of  water  main  were  constructed  during  the  year. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  scheme  of  surface  water  drainage  to  relieve  the  overcharged 
sewers  in  the  Tudor  Road  district  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  the 
year. 

3.  CESSPOOLS 

There  are  118  cesspools  and  17  septic  tanks,  2 new  cesspools 
were  constructed  and  6 abolished. 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  14>733  water  closets,  and  142  pail  closets.  31  pail 
closets  were  converted  to  Y/.Cs.  and  2 were  abolished. 

A contribution  of  £5»  was  made  towards  the  cost  of  conversion 
in  ten  cases. 

There  are  no  privies  or  privy-middens . 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEAHSIMI 

House  refuse  and  collection  is  dealt  with  by  direct  labour  under 
the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Five  Karrier  Bantam  side 
loading  and  two  "Fore  and  Aft"  rear  loading  vehicles  are  used  for 
refuse  collection. 

Disposal  takes  place  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  in  the  Earl 
Shilton  Y/ard  and  trade  refuse  by  partial  controlled  tipping  in  the 
Barwell  Y/ard. 

Collection  of  refuse  is  generally  once  per  week  with  occasional 
longer  periods. 

6.  DUSTBINS 

613  visits  were  made  at  218  premises  regarding  the  provision  of 
satisfactory  dustbins. 

13  dustbins  were  s'oill  in  need  of  replacement  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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7.  INSPECTION  OF  AREA

There  are  six  registered  premises  for  upholstering,  etc.,  we 
have  no  licensed  premises  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  rag 
flock. 

15.  CLEAN  AIR 


82  observations  were  made  on  chimneys  in  connection  with  24 
premises  and  305  inspections  were  made. 

303  test  plates  were  laid  in  connection  with  the  grit  and  soot 
nuisances  from  4 premises.  Several  of  the  test  plates  being 
placed  in  various  parts  of  the  district  for  comparative  purposes. 

On  nine  occasions  grit  or  soot  was  emitted  in  such  quantity  to 
be  a nuisance,  and  one  nuisance  was  caused  by  burning  paper. 

These  nuisances  occurred  in  connection  with  6 premises. 

Abatement  of  the  nuisances  was  obtained  by  the  following  action: 


Greater  care  being  taken  when  clinkering  = 2 

Grit  arrester  fitted  = 1 

Chimney  stack  height  increased  = 1 

Canopy  fitted  over  metal  basket  type  of  =1 

incinerator 

More  care  in  stoking  a locomotive  boiler  = 1 


A considerable  amount  of  time  was  devoted  during  the  year  to 
investigating  complaints  of  grit,  soot  or  smoke  emission,  mainly 
from  two  premises. 

At  times  the  emission  of  grit  or  soot  has  been  excessive  from 
one  factory  despite  the  boiler  plant  having  an  automatic  underfeed 
stoker,  secondary  air  jets  over  the  fire  and  a grit  arrester 
installed. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  proprietor  asked  N.I.P.E.S.  to 
make  a second  survey  and  report  to  see  if  anything  further  could 
be  done  to  abate  or  minimise  the  emission  of  grit  or  soot. 

At  the  second  factory,  it  was  decided  to  put  an  adaptation  to 
the  boiler  door  based  on  the  Fuel  Research  Station  design. 
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It  has  been  reported  widely  in  the  technical  press  that  application 
has  been  made  for  mechanical  underfeed  stokers  to  be  regarded  as 
approved  appliances  for  plant  in  smokeless  areas.  Official  sources 
have  not  yet  agreed  to  this.  On  my  experience  here,  where  the  boiler 
is  used  in  connection  with  a reasonably  high  steam  demand,  this  type 
of  plant  is  definitely  not  suitable  for  approval. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

On  the  24th  September,  1958*  the  Minister  approved  the  Model  Byelaw 
106A.  Smoke  Prevention  - Arrangements  in  buildings  for  preventing  smoke. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  urged  those 
authorities  whose  districts  are  amongst  those  known  as  ’’Black  Areas” 
to  press  on  with  their  proposals  for  Smoke  Control  Areas  or  Smokeless 
Zones.  Hinckley  is  not  included  in  this  group  but  we  are  almost  on 
the  border  of  areas  which  are  so  classified. 

It  would  appear  obvious  that  the  Council  will  have  to  consider  this 
aspect,  depending  upon  the  speed  with  which  the  "Black  Areas”  are 
cleared  and  to  some  degree  upon  the  availability  of  a suitably  priced 
manufactured  smokeless  fuel. 

1 6.  ERADICATION  OP  VERMIN 


50  premises  were  dealt  with,  4 0 dwellings  and  10  business  premises. 
The  infestations  were  of  a varied  nature  but  did  not  include  any  bed 
bugs. 

17.  VERMINOUS  PERSONS 

No  verminous  persons  were  dealt  with.  The  cleansing  station  was 
in  use  three  times  during  the  year  for  cleansing  dirty  persons.

Y/hereas  in  the  pre-1939  period  and  the  early  post  war  period  1947-55 
most  tenants  of  unfit  houses  were  pleased  to  obtain  a modem  house  with 
all  amenities,  the  situation  is  now  much  changed.  The  unfit  houses  are 
mainly  occupied  by  aged  people  to  whan  a change  to  a modem  house,  has 
not  the  same  appeal  and  in  certain  instances  the  increased  rent  tends  to 
be  a deterrent. 

Houses  or  flats  for  rehousing  aged  people  are  being  built  on  some  of 
the  cleared  sites  e.g.  East  Green,  Barwell  and  Freemans  Lane,  Burbage. 

This  form  of  redevelopment  is  the  one  most  likely  to  overcome  the 
reluctance  of  some  of  the  aged  persons  to  change  their  house.  It  is 
pleasing  to  see  the  Housing  and  Planning  Committee’s  action  in  this 
direction  and  to  know  that  wherever  suitable  sites  become  available, 
similar  action  will  be  taken#

8 bullocks  or  heifers  were  found  to  be  infected  with  cysts  and 
68  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  owing  to  this  condition. 

1 carcase  was  put  into  cold  store  and  retained  for  three  weeks 
at  a temperature  of  20  hah,  before  being  released  for  human 
consumption. 

(c)  Meat  Inspection 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  1 ton,  13  cwts.  19  lbs. 
oompared  with  4 tons,  19  cwts.  101  lbs.  last  year.  The  number  of 
animals  killed  was  about  300  more  than  last  year  and  the  quality  of 
the  animal  was  maintained. 

1 ,368  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  meat  and  food 
inspection,  some  of  them  being  made  outside  normal  working  hours. 

The  loss  of  meat  due  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has 
declined  considerably.  2,1 63  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  owing  to 
tuberculosis  and  1,552  lbs.  owing  to  other  diseases.  Last  year 
the  corresponding  figures  were  4*798  lbs.  and  3*540  lbs.  respectively. 

(d)  Other  Food 

Much  time  was  given  to  the  examination  of  suspected  or  unsound 
food  and  a total  weight  of  1 ton,  1077  lbs.  of  varied  foodstuffs 
was  condemned.  The  condemned  food  was  disposed  of  by  the  piercing 
of  the  tins,  staining  of  certain  foods  and  then  by  burying  or  burning 
at  one  of  our  refuse  disposal  tips. 

29.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  came  into  operation  in  August  and 
its  Attendant  Regulations  in  January,  1959. 

The  existing  seven  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  until.  31st. 

July  1959.  They  were  licensed  for  five  years,  the  maximum  period 
possible  under  the  1954  Act  and  Memorandum.  Government  policy  at 
that  time  was  for  ’’moderate  concentration”  on  an  area  basis  (Report 
C.M.D.  9542,  July  1955).  The  central  slaughterhouse  for  this  area 
to  be  at  Leicester.  Government  policy  has  now  changed.  There  is 
freedom  for  the  erection  of  slaughterhouses,  for  a limited  period, 
subject  to  compliance  with  stringent  prescribed  standards. 

The  traders  and  ether  interested  parties  will  be  met  to  enable 
the  Council  to  have  their  views  before  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  is 
sent  to  the  Ministry. 
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30.  KNACKER  YARD 


3 inspections  were  made  of  the  Knacker  Yard. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 1958, 
amongst  other  things,  requires  that  existing  knacker  yards  where 
horses  are  slaughtered  shall  provide  and  maintain  a separate  room  or 
bay  for  their  slaughter  from  the  1st  January  I960. 

31 . FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS.  1955 

In  Circular  22/58,  the  Ministry  state  Annual  Reports  should  include 
reference  to  the  Regulations.  They  have  now  been  in  operation  since 
January  1956  and  comment  can  now  be  usefully  made. 

The  references  to  the  risk  of  contamination  in  Regulations  5*  6 
and  8,  have  been  almost  entirely  nullified  by  the  Coventry  decision. 

Regulation  10  (b) , printed  material  shall -not  come  into  contact 
with  any  food  other  than  uncooked  vegetables.  This  regulation  (use 
of  newspaper  for  food  wrapping)  is  difficult  to  administer.  Many 
traders,  mainly  fried  fish  and  chipped  potato  traders  and  occasional 
butchers  and  fishmongers,  use  newspaper  for  the  outer  wrapping  of 
their  products,  the  actual  food  being  contained  in  a small  piece  of 
greaseproof  paper  or  bag.  It  is  hardly  possible  for  the  newspaper 
not  to  touch  some  of  the  food.  The  newspaper,  one  is  informed,  is 
almost  always  obtained  from  the  Newspaper  publishers  and  very  seldom 
from  householders. 

Newspaper  from  houses  or  printing  factories  is  unsuitable  for  food 
wrapping , there  is  the  risk  associated  with  constant  handling  and 
storage  under  many  and  varied  conditions. 

Generally  the  occupiers  of  small  food  premises  seem  to  feel  there 
is  no  need  for  the  provision  of  separate  sinks  with  hot  and  cold  water 
supply  for  personal  hand  washing  and  for  washing  food  and  equipment. 

In  some  larger  grocery  premises  the  equipment  consists  of  cutting 
implements,  there  is  no  food  preparation  and  some  opposition  to  a 
second  sink  has  been  encountered  in  these  circumstances. 

The  provisions  relating  to  "immediate  consumption"  and  to  stalls 
and  mobile  vans  need  tightening  up. 

No  certificates  of  exemption  have  been  granted  under  Regulation  31  • 
Circular  19/55  stated  that  this  regulation  should  be  used  with  circ- 
umspection and  that  its  provisions  were  to  meet  exceptional  circumstances r 
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Y/hat  is  required  to  obtain  a better  standard  of  food  hygiene  ? 


I suggest, 

(a)  the  exercise  of  more  discrimination  by  the  purchasers  of  food 
in  favour  of  those  traders  who  are  trying  to  sell  good  food, 
protected  from  contamination  and  handled  properly. 

(b)  continuation  of  the  education  of  food  handlers. 

(c)  regular  visits  to  the  premises  by  the  public  health  inspectors. 
It  might  well  be  that  (b)  could  be  best  achieved  by  (c)  but  at 
present  this  cannot  be  done. 

Many  food  traders  have  set  and  maintain  a very  high  standard,  more 
are  gradually  attaining  this  position  but  there  are  still  some 
where  there  is  scope  for  improvement.

33.  OPEN  WEEKLY  MARKET 

79  inspections  were  made  and  8 contraventions  were  found, 

7 of  these  being  abated  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

A Sub-Committee  composed  of  two  members  from  the  Highways 
Committee  and  two  from  the  Health  Committee  with  the  officers 
inspected  the  Market,  bearing  in  mind  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  Byelaws. 

On  the  day  of  inspection  *|8  stalls  or  vehicles  were  being  used 
for  the  sale  of  open  food. 

The  Sub-Committee  members  were  to  report  to  the  parent  Committee. 

34.  FOOD  POISONING- 

10  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  and 

9 unnotified  cases  were  dealt  with. 

8 cases  were  identified  as  being  associated  with  Salmonella 
typhi-murium  and  one  as  Salmonella  paratyphi  b. 
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One  outbreak  occurred  between  27th  August  and  4th  September. 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  eight  further  cases  were  discovered. 

The  illness  proved  to  be  very  severe  for  two  to  three  days  after 
the  onset  and  its  duration  lasted  from  five  to  seven  days. 

Samples  of  cream  cakes,  artificial  cream,  savoy  bags,  flour 
and  liquid  egg  were  taken  and  submitted  for  examination.  All  of 
these  proved  to  be  negative. 

Specimens  were  taken  from  three  food  handlers  in  our  district 
and  thirteen  in  the  nearby  County  Borough,  all  being  negative. 

The  probable  cause  of  the  infection  was  some  cakes  'with  synthetic 
cream  which  may  have  been  contaminated  at  the  bakery  or  in  the  course 
of  delivery. 

66  investigations  were  made  regarding  food  poisoning, 

312  visits  were  made  and 

224  specimens  were  collected  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.

Sewer  Baiting 

There  appeared  to  be  fewer  rats  in  the  sewers  this  year,  and  one 
or  two  areas  which  in  past  years  have  shown  a good  take  were  clear. 
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A second  treatment  was  again  carried  out  on  the  Three  Pots 
Estate,  using  ’Sewarin'1 . Very  few  takes  were  noted  and  only  at 
one  manhole  had  a second  supply  of  bait  to  he  dropped.  This 
proved  sufficient  to  clear  the  infestation.  (The  result  of  this 
second  treatment  is  not  included  in  the  table  below).

Since  October  1 95°  j the  department  has  been  one  inspector 
less  than  former  actual  strength  and  two  inspectors  less  than 
the  approved  establishment. 

In  a special  report  which  I presented  to  the  Committee,  I 
pointed  out  the  department  needed  technical  qualified  inspectors 
to  perform  the  duties  as  laid  down  by  Statute,  and  to  be  able 
wherever  possible  to  perform  such  duties  in  a systematic  manner. 

At  present  this  cannot  be  done.  Our  present  technical  staff, 
apart  from  one  pupil,  is  the  same  as  that  existing  21  years  ago, 
when  the  population  was  33*710,  and  the  number  of  houses  10,32 A, 
compared  with  40,450,  and  13 ,485,  the  respective  figures  for 
1958.  The  additional  duties  imposed  upon  the  department  since 
1937  is  considerable.  I reported  last  year,  that  it  was  Impossible 
to  do  the  work  that  should  be  done.  The  position  is  now  worse. 

Applications  were  invited  for  an  additional  inspector  without 
result.
